At the moment it seems a hit unfashionable tor un 
one to express the idea that there may he anything funda­ 
mentally wrong iii tile peace plan agreements reached In 
Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin 
This is rather surprising, because the President him­ 
self claimed no more than that the Big Three had made a 
good start on the road to a world of peace, 
and said, tor 
example, of the much disputed I olish decision, 
agree wit Ii all of it bv any means. 
Moreover, the tenor of his remarks about 
Francisco conference next month appears to he 
delegates will have wide latitude in modifying details ol 
the existing plan, and in suggesting amendments and 
alternatives— in other words, that they have the oppor­ 
tunity of making improvements and hence the duty ol 
seeking out weaknesses 
There .ire certain phases of the 't aha agreement, as 
it is currently understood, that would appear to need cor­ 
rection if the international organization is to be perma­ 
nent and if the Wilsonian objective is to f>e reached: 
"Only a peace between equals can last; only a peace 
the very principle of which is equality and a «ommon 
participation in a common benefit. 
The principal question is the position of Russia 
The two stormy petrels of tile peace discussions to 
— the ittitude of France and the treatment of Poland 
are merely symptoms of two larger issues; first, is Rus­ 
sia fully committed to the international organization* and 
second, does Stalin wield top heavy and oppressive influ­ 
ence in the discussions. 
There certainly is little question that Stalin won 
hands down in tile Polish question. Churchill an d R o o st 
\elt accepted Russia’s idea of the proper Eastern lxnindary 
— the Curzon line. The Russian puppet government at 
Moscow has claimed, apparently accurately, that it will 
dominate* the temporary Polish government, while the 
exiles in London, formerly recognized by both Bogland 
and the United States, now are out in the cold. 
Meanwhile, Russian dominance* in flu* Baltic and 
Balkan States appears to he developing unchecked. C lose 
ensorship over domestic affairs in these countries ,s an 
ominous sign, (hie needs t i l e outlook of 
i i i ostrich not to 
admit that, in certain ways, Russia is getting away with 
the creation of a huge* "sphere of influence" which will 
dominate Europe approximately as far west .cs central 


Germany. 
The Russian position is still more vexing in the case 
of France. 
General de Gaulle has been posturing upon the inter­ 
national stage in a fashion which must greatly perplex 
those who did not take* in the full implications of his an 
nouncement, just before t!u* Big I bree conference, dint 
I ranee had signed a separate treaty with Russia. 
De Galle has, in fact, adopted an attitude* unfortu 
irately similar to that which I htler used in the mid-thirties. 
I Ie preaches constantly the* 
righto 
and the, glory of 
f rance, and is making extremely serious plans, quite in 
line with I litler’s, to build I’ranee’s future by forte of mill 
tary strength.
